World production of grain has 
not kept pace with the in- 
crease .in_ population since be- 
fore World War 11, the Com- 
monwealth Economic Committce 
reported today. > 

Exportable surpluses of grain 
other than rice are becoming 
concentiated in fewer countries, 
mainly dollar countrics, it said 
in the latest issue of its publica- 
tlon “Grain Crops.” 

Figures covering the post-war 
years up to 1952 show that the 
production of wheat and maize, 
the two largest grain crops, 
increased, but that of ricc, the 
next largest, remained  station- 
ary. | 
The level of grain in 1051 
execezded pre-war average, but 
this Increase came largely from 
the expansion of wheat and 
flour shipments, _ . 


The rice export level continued 


-Jow-and--rice-lmporting - nations | - 


had to supplement supplies by 
larger imports of flout, barley, 
maize and oats. 


In the 1951-52 season, grain ]- 


productlon outside the _ Sovict

The draft of a new Employ- 
ment Ordinance, which will 
replace the existing Labour Code 
in’ the Federation, has been.

The Labour Code Is outdated 
and the new Bill seeks’ to 
modernise it and bring it up to

One result of the improvement 
in conditions and In morale Is 
becoming apparent, The greater 
supervision of estate worl now 
posstble has hid its effect on 
costs of production and, although 
these are still high, some estates 
have disclosed costs during the 
past year lower than those of 
1951, There ds, cf course, no such 
thing as average costs, as con- 
ditions vary so much in different 
districts that no accurate com- 
parison is possible, 

An estate which recently issued 
accounts for the year to Jast 
September showed all-in’ costs 
of 76 cents a pound, excluding 
-export duty and replanting ex- 
penditure, Another estate, 
largely’ composed of ‘high-yield- 
ing rubber, in accounts to De- 
cember last showed’ costs under 
50 cents a pound. 

The lowest costs that have been 
disclosed that I have scen are 46 
cents a pound and the highest 82 
ecnts a pound, The , high-cost. 
producers are to be found = in 
what have’ been “dangerous” 
arcas Where full tapping of old 
rubber trees hus not, been 
possible, due to lack of labour 
and supervision, .ind the low- 
cost producers are those in more 
settled oreas and. on estates 
which have been able to get all 
the labour needed and on those 
with young high-ylelding trees, 

REPLANTING METHODS 

Many estates are now consider- 
ing — restarting .. replanting — pro-. 
#rammes which were interrupted 
two or three _yeors ago by 
shortage of labour and pro- 
hibitive costs. New methods of 
replanting are being considered—- 
namely, hedge-planting, with 
secondary crops  Interplanted, 
mostly food crops, which will 
disappear as the young rubber 
trees grow. 

Mechanical methods are being 
employed on an increasing scale 
and fertilisers are being applied 
at the same time as: cultivation 
ig being donc, by tractors. Poison- 
ing of old rubber trees Js now 
preferred to destructlon by 
felling and I have recently seen 
areas up to 500 acres which had 
been destroyed by  polson, a 
method much cheaper than 
felling, 

All replanting Is being carried 
out with proved high-yielding 
stock, some buddings und some 
from selected seed. There Is still 
considerable difference of opinion 
among planters themselves as 
to which is the botier material. 

The decision whether to use 
buddings or secdlings 1s, how- 
ever, sometimes dictated. by the 
material available os there are 
apparently insufficient buddings
